He hac the pleasure of meeting here with 
his Rev. brother, the then Secretary of the Foreign Committee, 
who had come on from New-York, for the purpose of being 
present at that Convention. At the request of that body, the 
two Secretaries made addresses in behalf of the Missionary 
cause. ‘The Convention afterward passed a resolution, expressing 
their satisfaction at hearing the statements which the Secretaries 
jhad made, and earnestly recommending to every clergyman of

2€ the Missionary feeling, and increasing the contributions 
to the Missionary work. : 


From Boston the Agent proceeded to Saco, in the State of 


Maine, which is one of our Missionary stations. Here he officiated 
all day on Sunday, the 2d instant, and in the afternoon a collec- 
tion was made for Domestic Missions, amounting to $33 00. 

He found this parish in a flourishing state, and happily united 
in their attachment to their present pastor. The small amount 
of pecuniary aid afforded them the present year by this Com- 
mittee has done much to cheer and encourage them, and they 
will probably be able to support their minister hereafter without 
such assistance. 

The day following, (Monday, the third instant,) the Agent 
preached in St. Paul’s Church, Portland ; but, from unavoidable 
circumstances, the notice of the meeting was very limited, and, 
consequently, but few persons attended. The collection amounted 
to $9 52. Their rector, the Rev. Mr. French, late a professor 
in Bristol College, is untiring in his efforts to strengthen and 
build up this feeble church, and there is every reason to believe 
that his Jabors, with the Divine blessing, will be crowned with 
success. Should his health be spared, and that congregation 
be favored with a continuance of his services, we may soon hope 
to see the church in Portland again taking an elevated rank 
among her sister churches in the Eastern Diocese. 

After making diligent inquiries respecting the towns on the 
seaboard between Portland and Bangor, the Agent did not think it 
necessary to stop at any one of them, and he therefore proceeded 
directly to the latter place. He regrets to say that he found the 
church in Bangor in a very precarious state, burdened with a 
heavy debt, and the Episcopalians there almost despairing of 
relief. His presence served to cheer them a little, as it evinced 
an interest which the Church abroad, and this Committee in par- 
ticular, felt in their welfare. A subscription of $17,000 had been 
obtained for erecting a church, and the building was commenced 
under the impression that.it would cost not more than $15,000. 
The persons, howetit engaged in this undertaking were 
greatly deceived in their estimates; and the building, which is 
now nearly finished, will actually cost $25,000, leaving a debt of 
$8,000, which they have no means of paying, and which, in the 
present state of the money market, they are unable to borrow, 
even on the best security. Unless some speedy means can be 
devised by which to relieve the om this heavy embarrassment, 
itis to be feared that their el and costly edifice must be sold, 
and all hopes of establishing the Chureh in this wealthy and 
populous city be abandoned, at least for a long time to come. 
The station is a highly interesting and important one; and could 
the services of an active, talented, and pious Missionary be secured 
for it at this time, there can be no doubt that a large and respect- 
able congregation would soon be gathered, which, by its character 


and influence, would greatly promote the extension of the Church 


through other portions of the Diocese. 
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On Sunday, the 9th instant, the Agent officiated in Christ , 
Church, Gardiner. Inthe afternoon of that day a contribution 
was made for Domestic Missions, amounting to $30 50. The 
younger members of the congregation have also prepared a box 
of useful articles for the Green Bay Mission, which was to be for- 
warded immediately to that station. In the evening, a Mission- 
ary meeting was held, by request, at a private house, where as 
many persons assembled as could be accommodated with seats in 
two large rooms. After some appropriate religious services, 
performed by the rector, the Rev. Mr. Clapp, the Agent related 
to them such facts and observations, gathered in his recent jour- 
neyings, as he thought would be most interesting and profitable, 
to which they listened with deep attention; and he has reason to 
hope, that the services of that evening will, by God’s blessing, 
be the means of awakening in that parish a still livelier zeal in 
the sacred cause of Missions. 

The next place to which the attention of the Agent was directed 

was Augusta. A year or two since, the prospects of establishing 
the Church here were very encouraging ; but, owing to the remo- 
val of several individuals who were attached to our communion, 
there are but few remaining who feel an interest in the subject, 
and those few not able to contribute much towards the support 
of a clergyman. It would be well, however, to retain it as a 
Missionary station, in the hope that a more favorable state of 
things will by and by be presented. 
» The Agent could not learn that there were any other towns in 
the State than those already mentioned which it would be desirable 
to make Missionary stations for the present. Whenever a rea- 
sonable prospect of success in any of them may be anticipated, 
there are those who are familiar with the Diocese, and anxious to 
promote the extension of the Church, who will give immediate 
information to this Committee. 

Leaving Gardiner, the Agent proceeded to Concord, New- 
Hampshire, where he was highly gratified at finding many zealous 
Episcopalians, including twelve or fifteen communicants, and all 
evincing a great anxiety to have the Church of their affections 
planted among them. They have invited the Rev. Mr. Ten 
Broeck, late rector of the church in Portland, to preach for them 
a few Sundays, and they are encouraged to hope that his services 
may be permanently secured. If he consents to become their 
pastor, it is hoped that this Committee will appoint him their 
Missionary. With a little aid, the congregation will be able to 
give a clergyman a competent support. On many accounts Con- 
cord presents the fairest field for Missionary labor of any place 
which the Agent has seen in his present tour. It is the seat of 
government for New-Hampshire, is rapidly increasing in popula- 
tion and wealth, and several of the most influential families are 
strongly attached to the doctrines and worship of the Episcopal 
Church. , ait 

At Hopkinton, seven miles from Concord, there is a flourishing 
congregation, under the care of the Rev. Moses B. Chase, who has 


¥ 
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been laboring there with great fidelity and success for severa 
years. The Agent was happy to embrace this opportunity of 
paying a visit to the friend of his early years, and of witnessing 
the fruits of his ministry. Mr. Chase bas introduced, with very 
happy results, the system of ‘“ weekly offerings” into his church, 
and will soon forward to the Treasurer of this Committee the 
amount appropriated to his fund. 

In the opinion of the Agent, it was not necessary to visit any 
other towns in New-Hampshire at this time, and he accordingly 
returned to Boston, where he officiated, agreeably to previous 
appointment, in St. Paul’s Church, on Sunday morning, October 
16th. The collection for Domestic Missions, made on that occa- 
sion, amounted to nearly $350. 

Since his return to the city, the Secretary and General Agent 
has made arrangements with the Rev. Dr. Cutler, rector of St. 
Ann’s Church, Brooklyn, to present the claims of Domestic Mis- 
sions to his congregation, and to have a collection for that object 
on Sunday morning, November 20th. 

Last evening the Secretary and General Agent had the pleasure 
of attending a very large meeting held in the Church of the As- 
cension, on occasion of the departure of the Rev. Dr. Savage for 
Africa, and of uniting with several of his clerical brethren in 
addressing the congregation on the subject of that highly interest- 
ing and important Mission. 

In concluding this report, the Secretary and General Agent 
desires once more to renew his expressions of devout thankful- 
ness‘to Almighty God for having so mercifully kept him in 
health and safety through all the perils and dangers of his journey, 
and conducted him back to his family and friends again. 

The Local Secretary reported the writing of a number of Jet- 
ters, with the several subjects to which they referred. 

A letter was read from the Rev. C. S. Hedges, of the Diocese 
of Virginia, applying to be appointed Missionary, and containing 
the constitutional testimonial. Whereupon, on motion, it was

A letter was read from the Rev. Augustus Fitch, applying to 
be appointed Missionary to Mineral Point; the testimonial of the 
Rt.

Resolved, That the Rev. Augustus Fitch, of the Diocese of 
New-York, be appointed Missionary to Mineral Point, Wiscon- 
sin Territory. 

A letter was received, and laid before the Committee at this 
meeting, from the Rev. Mr. Vaughan, Secretary and General Agent 
of the Foreign Committee, transmitting, for the information of 
this Committee, a copy of the will of the late Charles F. Harris 
of Providence, Rhode Island. ; 

By this will, Mr. Harris, after providing that his widow shall 
enjoy the income of his property, during her lifetime, bequeaths, 
at her decease, the whole of his estate, with some small reserva- 
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tion; to the General Missionary Society, to be equally divided 
between the two departments. On motion, 

Resolved, That a copy of said will be taken and preserved on 
file in this office. 

Numerous other letters were read and acted upon at this 
meeting. 

The Secretary and General Agent of the Foreign Committee 
transmitted for concurrence the following resolution adopted by 
the Foreign Committee, upon the report of the Joint Committee 
on the Spirit of Missions, viz. 

Resolved, That the report be accepted, and the Joint Com- 
mittee be authorized to close the contract with the parties men- 
tioned in their report, provided the Domestic Committee concur 
in the same. 

The report of the Joint Committee above referred to, which 
was laid on the table the 10th instant, being called up, was read 
as follows :— 

The Joint Committee on publishing the Spirit of Missions 
report, that of several offers made for publishing that work, the 
offer of Messrs. Swords, Stanford & Co. is much the most favor- 
able as to terms, and recommend that these gentlemen be em- 


_ ployed as publishers, and Messrs. Clayton and Buckingham as 


printers of the same. 

Whereupon, on motion, it was 

Resolved, That this Committee concur with the Foreign Com- 
mittee in the resolution transmitted from them. 

October 31.—The Right Rev. Bishop B. T. Onderdonk, D. D., 
was present and presided at this meeting. 

The Secretary and General Agent, among other official acts, 
reported that he had prepared all the matter, both selected and 
editorial, for the Domestic department of the eleventh number of 
the Spirit of Missions, excepting the abstract of the proceedings 
of the meeting this evening, which would be furnished to-morrow. 
He further reported that he had made arrangements with the 
rector of Trinity Church, New-York, to present the claims of 
Domestic Missions, and to have a collection in his church on the 
27th of November, the First Sunday in Advent; and that he had 
also written to Drs. Wyatt, Henshaw, and Johns, of Baltimore, 
asking permission to officiate in their respective churches on the 
Third Sunday in Advent, the 11th of December next. 

The Local Secretary reported that he had taken a copy of the 
will of the late Charles F. Harris, of Providence, Rhode Island, 
and had put the same on file in this office ; that he had devoted 
considerable time to the writing up of the minutes of former 
meetings, which had been then omitted in consequence ofa press 
of other duties.

GeNnTLEMEN,—As the interesting relation to your body, which I 
have had the honor to sustain during the past year, terminates this 
day, I now close my duties, as your Secretary and General Agent, 
by communicating an accountof my proceedings since my last 
report. 

Agreeably to my intimation, and your approval, and in pursuance 
of an obligii® invitation from the Right Rey, Bishop of Ohio, I left 
New-York on Monday, the 29th of August last, for the purpose of 
attending the annual Convention of his Diocese, to be held at 
Cleveland, on the Sth of September following. 

Thad previously written to the rectors of St. Luke’s Church, 
Rochester, St. James’ Church, Batavia, and St. Paul’s Church, 
Buffalo; that, if agreeable to them, I would preach and solicit con- 
tributions in their respective churches for Foreign Missions, on my 
way to Ohio. From the Rev. Dr. Whitehouse, rector of St. 
Paul’s, Rochester, I received an answer, in which, with many ex- 
pressions of good will to our cause, he stated doubts as to the 
expediency of a collection in his ,church, as the amount of the 
intended contribution of his congregation for the present year’ 
Foreign Missions had already been raised ; but, at the same 
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declared his entire willingness that I should visit and address them 
on the subject. With this-kind intimation I should have complied, 
but understanding that the Bishop of the Diocese had previously 
appointed his visitation to Rochester, on the only day when mine 
could have been made, consistently with other appointments, in 
order to avoid any interference with the arrangement of the Bishop, 
I wrote to the Rev. Dr. Whitehouse, respectfully declining the 
intended visit. By the two other rectors my proposition was cor- 
dially acceded to. 

On Friday, the 2d of September, I arrived at Batavia, and in the 
evening of that day addressed the congregation of St. James’ 
Church, of which the Rey. Mr. Bolles is rector; and a collection 
was made of $24, which, with $10 from the weekly offerings of 
the church, were received by me, and paid to the Treasurer of the 
Committee. On the following day I reached Buffalo, and on Sun- 
day, September 4, in the forenoon, preached for the rector, the Rev. 
William Shelton, and assisted him in the administration of the com- 
munion. In the afternoon, I delivered an address on the Foreign 

‘ Missionary object; after which, a collection was made of $100, 

___which I received a few days since from the rector, and have paid to 
fe _the Treasurer. “ 

On Tuesday, the 6th of September, I left Buffalo, and proceeded 
_ __ by steamboat to Cleveland, Ohio, where I arrived on the following 
| day, and was very kindly received by Bishop Mcllvaine and several 

of the clergy, who were already in attendance for the opening of the 
Convention on the ensuing day. At that time the Convention was 
organized, a larger body of clergy and lay delegates being present 
than on any former similar occasion. In the Bishop’s address to 

_ the Convention, respectful notice was taken of my presence, accom- 
panied by a recommendation of the object of my visit to their 
~ attention. 

At an early period of the session, it was accordingly brought 

before the Convention, and a committee was appointed on that part 
of the Bishop’s address, who promptly reported in part, a recom- 
mendation, which was at once unanimously complied witb, that an 
opportunity should be afforded me of addressing the Convention, 
at the opening of the afternoon session of the following day. 

This duty was accordingly performed at the appointed time, by 

the delivery of an address, in which I presented to the Convention 
a view of the character, success, and prospects of the new organiza- 
tion of our Missionary operations, recommended their zealous and 
systematic support, andespecially urged upon the rectors of churches, 
the duty of considering themselves as agents, im their several 
parishes, for the regular and constant promotion of the work. 

The above-mentioned Committee subsequently reported the 

following resolutions, which were unanimously adopted :— 
That the Rev. Mr. Boyden, rector of Trinity Church, Cleveland, 
be requested to open his church on the next Sunday eyening, for a 
lic. meeting in reference to my object, to be conducted in such 
nner as I shall deem best.

In the conclusion of the report, the Committee expressed an 
earnest hope that they might be adopted, not in form only, but from 
the heart, with a due appreciation of the infinite importance of the 
subject, and with the full determination, on the part of every indivi- 
dual, that, by the grace of God, he will not be wanting in his duty. 1 
In the forenoon of Sunday, the eleventh of September, at the 
request of the Bishop, I read prayers, and assisted him in the admiti- 
istration of the holy communion, after he had ordained three per- 
sons to the order of Deacons, and twelve to that of Priests. 
According to the request of the Convention, the rector of 
Trinity Church invited me to address a public meeting in the even- 
ing, when an overflowing audience attended, whom I addressed on 
the Missionary enterprise generally, including in this public address 
(what I had reserved in my communication to the Convention) an 
account of the origin, state, and prospects of our Foreign Missions. 
The collection amounted to $123, which has only been paid to me 
this day, and will be handed over to the Treasurer before the stated 
meeting of the Committee. 
In addition to the above collection, the sum of $124 30 was 
paid me by sundry clergymen, as contributions, in various amounts, é 
from their several parishes for Foreign Missions, which has been ’ 
handed to the Treasurer, with a specification of the acknowledg- 
-» . ments to be made. a 


For the encouragement of the Committee in their good work, . 
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and of my successor in the visitation of Diocesan Conventions, I am 
induced to communicate (I trust in no egotistic spirit) an extract 
of a private letter, received by me from the Right Rev. Bishop 
Mellvaine, since my return home. ‘The letter is dated Unionville, 
Ohio, September 24, 1836. 

“ Having a little leisure at this place, where I am making a visit- 
ation, my heart impels me to write a line to you, in acknowledg- 
ment of the debt I owe you personally, and in the name of my 
Diocese, for your useful and kind visit to us at Cleveland. ..... I 
hope the Committee will see the importance of thus sending their 
agents, in the name of the Church, to sound aloud the call of the 
Spirit upon the people of God. It was little money you received, 
but what you communicated, and the influence resulting to all the 
diocese, must be considered as your reward. The annual report of 
your Committee I have read with great interest. I regret your 
leaving the agency,” &c., &c. 

On Monday, the 12th, I proceeded with a friend to his residence 
in Painesville, where I preached in the newly-erected Episcopal 


_church at that place ; but no notice ofa collection having been given, 


and the congregation haying lately contributed largely to the build- 
ing, none was made. _ I received one private donation of $10, which 
I have paidtothe Treasurer. | 

On Wednesday, the 14th of September, I left Painesville for Pitts- 
burg, Pennsylvania, having received, while at Cleveland, a letter 
from the Rev. Dr. Upfold, rector of Trinity Church in that place, 
inviting me to visit and address his congregation. 

I arrived at Pittsburg on Friday, the 16th, preached for the rector 
on the following Sunday in the forenoon, and at night presented the 
object of my visit to a very full congregation ; after which, a col- 
lection was made of $155, which the rector, in a letter to me, dated 
3d instant, states he has remitted to the Treasurer. 

From Pittsburg I hastened, by the Pennsylvania canal and rail- 
road, to Philadelphia, and, passing through that city, reached home 
on Friday, the 23d of September. 

On the following Sunday I preached and administered the com- 
munion in my own parish ; and on Monday proceeded to Boston, 
for the purpose of attending the annual meeting of the Convention 
of the Eastern Diocese. 

The Convention opened on Wednesday, the 28th of September, 
the Bishop and a respectable body of clergy and laity being present. 
The Rev. Mr. Dorr, Secretary and General Agent of the Domes- 
tic Committee was also in attendance. 

The Convention adopted the following resolution :— ) 

Resolved, That the Convention have heard with great satisfaction, 
that the Rev. Dr. Milnor, Secretary and General Agent of the Com- 
mittee for Foreign Missions, and the Rev. Mr. Dorr, Secretary and 
General Agent of the Domestic Committee, are now in this city, 
and present at the Convention ; and that they be respectfully invited 
to lay before this body such statements respecting the Missionary 
operations of the Church, as, in their judgment, it will be interest- 
ing and useful to know. 
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Accordingly, on the cail of the presiaing officer, we successively 
Addressed the Convention, and then retired ; on which the Conven- 
tion adopted unanimously the following resolution :— 

Resolved, That this Convention have heard, with unfeigned satis- 
faction, the statements made before them, this day, by the Rev. 
Secretaries and General Agents of the Domestic and Foreign 
Committees of the Board of Missions of our Church, and that 
itis earnestly recommended to every clergyman of this Diocese, to 
adopt the measures urged by the Rev. Secretaries for extending and 
deepening among us, the power of the Missionary spirit, and for 
securing and increasing the amount of our contributions to the 
Missionary work. . 

The following Friday evening was appointed for a public address 
and a collection in Grace Church, Boston; but the assemblage, in 
consequence of insufficient notice, being small, I was advised to 
postpone them until the ensuing Sunday evening, (2d of October,) 
at which time I addressed a full congregation, when a collection 
was made of $160, which has been paid into the hands of Benjamin 
Howard, Esq., Receiving Agent at Boston. 

On the invitation of the Rev. Dr. Crocker, rector of St. John’s 
Church, Providence, I proceeded next day to at ¢ for the pur- 
pose of attending his monthly Missionary meeting, which was held 
in the church. After my address, a collection was made, as I 
understand, of about $60, which Dr. C. stated would be forwarded 
shortly to the Treasurer, with some other contributions of his parish 
for Foreign Missions. 

I again reached home on Wednesday, the 5th instant, for the 


_ purpose of attending, in my place. as a member of the Convention 


of the Diocese of New-York, which convened on the following day. 

It is my duty to acknowledge, very gratefully, the uniform kind- 
ness and hospitality with which I have been every where received, 
and the favorable feeling generally avowed, by both clergy and 
laity, to our interesting object. I am persuaded that, though the 
collections made have not been large, the impression made by the 
communication of the grounds, on which the Church rests her 
claims upon her members for their patronage of Missions, and of 
interesting facts, has been salutary; and that the fruits of these 
efforts, and of those by which they will be followed by my much 
esteemed successor, will not fail hereafter to appear. 

This being the last official communication,which it will be my duty 
to submit to the Committee, I avail myself of the opportunity of ten- 
dering them my sincere and heartfelt thanks for the generous indul- 
gence uniformly shown me, and the constant co-operation and 
judicious counsels by which my labors have been aided and sus- 
tained. Not a single incident has occurred, during my anxious 
yet delightful connexion with the Committee, which has given me 
the least cause of complaint; and I relinquish my duties with ir 
creased respect and affection for each of its members. I am rensible 
that I have not done as much, nor done what I have as well, as the 
noble cause committed to our trust merits, and would have received 
from an abler incumbent of the office with which I have been 
so undeservedly honored. Ihave, however, the pleasing conscious- 
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ness of having done what I could; and it will addto my satisfac- 
tion, if I shall have proved, in any degree, to have met your wishes 
and expectations. 

I pray that the blessing of God may rest on all your future labors, 
and that my excellent friend, who, in the providence of God, has 
been called to succeed me, may receive from you the same friend- 
ship and assistance which has been so liberally extended to me. -

The Secretary and General Agent reported that he had spent 
several days in Baltimore, arranging for the proper accommodation 
and support of the Mission to Cape Palmas. The Standing Com- 
mittee on Africa, having reported various expenditures, as deemed 
by them essential to the comfort of the Missionaries, their report 
was unanimously accepted. The doings of the Sub-committee 
were approved, and a liberal appropriation made for the support of 
the Rev. Dr. Savage after his arrival, and for part of the materials 
of a house, to be erected in Africa for the Missionaries who are to 
follow in the spring. 

A vote of thanks to Dr. Hall was then passed, for his efficient 
aid in making suitable purchases, and for his general friendly interest 
manifested towards our Mission to Africa. 

Terms of agreement were approved to be entered into with Mr. 
‘Lincoln, and an appropriation to enable him to defray his expenses 
in reaching Syra as printer. ; 

The report of the Standing Committee on China was presented, 
and a resolution passed, declaring it inexpedient at present to aug- 
ment the number of Missionaries to that country. 

The Corresponding Secretary of the American Tract Society, 
having communicated a vote of that body, appropriating $2,500 to 
be expended by the Foreign Missionaries of the Protestant Episco- 


» pal Church, in furtherance of Tract operations, a vote, acknow- 
- ledging the same, was unanimously passed.

FROM THE REY. GEORGE w. COLE, MISSIONARY TO TECUMSEH, 
CLINTON, AND ADRIAN. 


Tecumseh, October 18, 1836. 

I entered upon my duties here on the Sth of June last. My 
usual services on Sunday are three—two here and one at Clinton. 
Occasionally I have felt obliged to omit the third service. Ihave 
also been absent from this station two Sundays in succession, on 
a journey into the interior of the Diocese. My reasons for taking 
this respite met the approbation of our Bishop. I preached, how- 
ever, on both Sundays at destitute places. Our Sunday school, 
which had been closed during the winter and spring, we opened 
immediately after the commencement of my labors here. It is 
now in a prosperous condition, and numbers about forty scholars 
and nine teachers. I generally visit it every Sunday. Our con- 
gregation at Tecumseh is, I think, in a highly prosperous state. 
The number of its permanent members has been gradually increas- 
ing for three or four months past. Six have been added to our 
communion since I came here, making our present number nine- 
teen. I have officiated at four funerals—one in our own congre- 
gation, the other three among other denominations. There have 

been four baptisms since the first of June, here and at Clinton. 

Our Bishop was with us last Sunday, on his first visitation, 
and confirmed five persons at Tecumseh, and administered the 
communion, You will be gratified to hear that he is making a 
powerful impression in favor of our Church wherever he goes. 
Ateach of the places which he has visited, great warmth of feeling 
appears to have been excited in his favor. It is the opinion of 
the most intelligent, and of those who are best acquainted with the 
genius and circumstances of the people of Michigan, that he is 
most admirably fitted for this Diocese. Every thing here now _ 
seems to be in readiness for the Church to go forward. Michiees 
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Church has sent us a truly Missionary bishop. If he can be sup- 


plied with a faithful baud of Missionaries, | am confident our 
Church will here soon take deep root, and grow up in alJ her 
richness and beauty, as a tree of life whose leaves shall be for the 
healing of the nations. 

Tecumseh and Clinton are among the most flourishing and 
beautiful villages in this Diocese. If they continue to enjoy the 
smiles of God’s favor, not many years will elapse before they will 
not only be able to support their own clergyman, but to return to 
your treasury all that you have Joaned them.

FROM A LAYMAN IN MARSHALL, CALHOUN COUNTY. 


Marshall, October 15, 1836. 

Our Bishop visited us last Wednesday week, and preached for 
us twice, and we were all very much pleased, with him. He 
appears to be admirably calculated for Michigan, and, I believe, is 
universally admired. We have formed a church under his direc- 
tion, by electing wardens and vestrymen, and are now engaged 
in preparing materials for a building. We hope soon to have 
the benefit of the services of a clergyman, as the Bishop has pro- 
mised to procure one as soon as possible. We have raised about 
$800 for a building, and hope to be able to put it up immediately. 
This sum has been subscribed by the citizens of Marshal]. We 
shall get some assistance from Detroit.

FROM THE REV. JOHN O'BRIEN, MISSIONARY TO MONROE. 


Monroe, October 4, 1836. 

Since my last report, the spiritual condition of the congrega- 
tion under my charge has not materially altered; and I need 
scarcely inform you that a minister, confined almost to one place, 
and over a little flock, is not so likely to meet with incidents 
which are calculated to make reports interesting, as if his sphere 
of labor was more extensive. Day after day, and week after 
week, he has nearly the same routine of duty to perform. Since 
my last report I have regularly officiated here three times a week, 
with the exception of three Sundays, two of which I was confined 
by indisposition to my room, and the other was spent at Cleve- 
land. From my parish notices it appears that I have attended 
three funerals, solemnized two marriages, aud baptized one infant 
and one adult, ‘Two have been added to our communion, making 
the present number forty-two. Our Sunday school is steadily on 
the increase, and its present aspect is encouraging. I have, during 
the last nine months, circulated over eight hundred tracts, many 
of which were on the distinctive principles of the Church, and 
the rest of a devotional character. I have also given away about 
thirty Bibles. and thirty-six Prayer-books. A gentleman con- 
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‘nected with our Sunday school has distributed about forty 
Testaments. $2 
In the early part of August last we were favored by a visit from 
the Rev. Mr. Dorr, who brought the subject of his Mission before 
~4 our congregation; and such was the effect of his appeal, that the 
collection (including the monthly free-will Missionary offerings for 
the preceding six months) amounted to $212, exclusive Manna 
of $100 in six months, from a pious and devoted clergyman not 
in connection with our communion, but favorably disposed 
towards the discipline, ee and doctrine of our Church.

FROM THE REV. A. S. HOLLISTER, MISSIONARY TO TROY AND 
ROMEO. 


Troy, October 4, 1836. 


For the last quarter my services have been equally divided 
between Troy and Romeo, with the exception of the last three Sun- 
days, when I have officiated at Troy, in consequence of the sick- 
‘ness or absence of all the ministers of other denominations. It 
gives me pleasure to inform you that, through the liberality of 
some friends of the Church in Detroit and Monroe, we have 
contracted for the erection of a church, to be completed by the 
Ist of February next. On the first Sunday in September, I ful- 
filled a previous appointment by preaching at Waterford, where I 
found a considerable number of Episcopalians, some of whom 
had come seven or eight miles to attend worship. In so new and 
thinly peopled a country as this, it is not to be expected that the 

hurch can make very rapid progress. Religious sects abound, 
and a spirit of worldliness and infidelity is extensively prevalent. 

In many parts of this country, scarcely any attention is paid to 
religion ; and without continued Missionary assistance the Church 
cannot be planted. I do believe we shall yet see better times, 
and so I am determined, with God's help, to Jabor on, while your 
Committee are pleased to aid in promoting this great and good 
cause. - » 


OHIO. 

It would appear, from Bishop MclIlvaine’s last Episcopal address, 
that the Church in this Diocese has increased in an unprecedented 
degree in the last few years. We heartily unite in the prayer of

“In 1826,” he says, “ there were, besides the Bish ly. 
three officiating ministers. In December, 1832, when I first visited 
the Diocese, the number of the clergy, including the Bishop, was ~ 

, seventeen. Itis about three years and nine months since that . 
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time, and now, after the ordinations at this Convention, our clergy 


will be forty-six.” 

Some of this growth and prosperity is owing, we humbly trust, 
under God, to the fostering care of our Missionary Society. 
Much more, however, might be done, had we Missionaries to 
send, and the means of sustaining them. 

The following report of the Rev. Mr. Hall will, no doubt, be 
gratifying to all our readers, containing, as it does, the evidence of 
some of the first fruits of our Missionary efforts. His views 
respecting contributions to aid in building churches are worthy of 
special attention. Et was well said by one of our Missionaries, 
writing from Illinois, that oftentimes ‘the greatest difficulty 
which the Missionary has to encounter in his efforts to establish 
the institutions of the Church in this new country, is the want ofa 
suitable place for public worship.” And well may he lament that 
‘so little interest is taken in the New-York Church-building 
Society.”* We solicit for the whole of the following letter an 
attentive perusal. 


FROM THE REY. JOHN HALL, MISSIONARY TO ROME, UNION- 
VILLE, AND PAINESVILLE. 
Ashtabula, October 3, 1836. 
Rev. BrotHEer,—Several reasons have concurred to render it 
inconvenient for me to report my services as Missionary, for the 
two quarters ending the 30th of September last, until now. ; 
From the expiration of the quarter which closed on the 3l1st 
March last, I was employed, as follows, until the 20th May fol- 
lowing: namely, I visited my regular stations twice each, and 
performed in them six weeks’ service, such as heretofore reported. 
I also attended an annual parish meeting in each of them during 
Easter week, and the following Monday, and presided while they 
elected their vestries, &c. In St. Michael’s, Unionville, I bap- 
tized two adults. The remainder of this time, at the request of 
the Bishop of this Diocese, was spent in visiting and lecturing 
candidates, preparatory to confirmation at his proposed visitation 
in May. For this purpose the parishes of St. Peter’s, Rome, St. 
Michael’s, Unionville, and St. Matthew’s and St. Peter’s, Ashta- 
bula, were visited. The parish of St. James’, Painesville, would 
have been visited for the same purpose, had not sickness pre- 
vented the Bishop’s proposed visit to this part of the Diocese. — 
On the 20th of May, I set out on a tour to the States of New- 
- York, Massachusetts, and Connecticut, to solicit funds to aid my 
tre parses in building each a church edifice. I had intimated 
my design of doing so, in several preceding Missionary reports. 
I persuaded’ myself that, should I be successful, the benevolent

plied in the Eastern cities . towns, nor how unpopular they 
had become from their unreas@fable frequency. I met with great 
kindness, however, and with cheering evidences, in every place, 
of a growing interest in the great cause of Missions. I found the 
sentiment generally prevailing among those to whom I applied, 
that they ought to doall in their power to support Missionaries ; 
but that the parishes established by them should furnish them- _ 
selves with houses of worship, embracing cheapness and se 
nienee only, until they should be able to build better. To the 
justness of this sentiment, extended to a general application, I 
desire here to record my assent. But, with deference, I would 
ask our truly benevolent friends of the Missionary cause, residing 
in the cities, if they could not extend their wonted beneficence 
toward that cause, by saving a few thousands from the lavish 
‘ornament usually bestowed on their modern churches, and at the 
same time preserve a due regard for the tasteful adornment of the 
temple? 

The amount which I obtained, though small, will, I hope, prove 
the means of inducing my parishioners, in the course of a year, to 
build a church in each parish. I was broken off from my appli- 
cations in New-York, and prevented from visiting Philadelphia, by 
sickness. I would not advise my brethren as far in the West as 
Ohio, to engage in like enterprises, They will do better, in my 
judgment, to remain in their cures, and persuade their people to 
furnish themselves with such churches as they can, I was absent 
on this tour three months precisely. Since my return, I have 
visited each parish twice, and, besides the usual services performed 
in them, I have paid additional attention to candidates for confirm- 
ation inthe parishes at Rome and Unionville, and in one of the 
parishes at Ashtabula, to prepare them for the receiving of that 
holy rite at the visitation of the Bishop, which took place the 
latter part of September. The remainder of my time was»spent 
in attending our Diocesan Convention, and in attending and assist- 
ing. the Bishop at his visitation of the four parishes, at Rome, 
Unionville, and Ashtabula. :

aes Mr. Hall is now rector of the church at Unionville, and of St. 

: ter’s Church in Ashtabula; and the Domestic Committee, at 
Bishop Mcllvaine’s request, have made St. Peter’s Chureh, Rome, 
and St. Matthew’s Church, Ashtabula, a Missionary station, which 
is, at present, unsupplied. ‘ Painesville,” we are informed, “ has 
a church finished, consecrated, and under a rector, who is sup- 
ported by the parish.” In the success which has attended the 
labors of this Missionary, the friends of Missions to our Western 
States have much to encourage them, and much for which to be 
thankful to the great Head of the Church, who has graciously given 
‘¢ the increase.”

The Foreign Committee, desirous of giving information to the 

readers of the Spirit of Missions, in regard to the design of the 

Mission to Cape Palmas, lay before them the following extracts 
from their instructions to the Rev. Dr. Savage :-— 


“Tt is not the least of the pleasing encouragements of the pre- 
sent day, that the attention of the Christian world is unusually 
turned towards the regeneration of Africa; and although only here 
and there, asolitary Missionary has hitherto-been found, to risk his 
life on its shores, yet it would now seem that God is leading the 
hearts of many of his ministering servants towards this work. As 
one of those servants about to embark for Western Africa, the Com- 
mittee desire to commend you and your cause into the hands of the 
Lord. , ' 

“They feel confident that you will refrain from any undue anxiety 
as to your health and life. On this point you have no occasion to 
think, that you go forth a martyr in the cause of Missions. Men of 
various countries and occupations do live in Africa, and God can 
equally well preserve your life, if it shall seem in his sight best.’ 
The malignity of disease, often experienced in Western Africa, 1s 
not to be ascribed so much fo the climate, as to the imprudence and 
over exertion of those, who are too confident in their own strength. 
But while you have no occasion for anmiety, (for you are m the

which may be attained by your Mission, yet we must never lose : 
sight of the end. 

“ It will become you, then, to take every opportunity of inquiry - 
into the condition of the native nations around you, in the interior, 
and on the leeward coast; to ascertain their character, the 1 
and course of their trade, the spirit they manifest towa: 
teachers of true religion, and, in short, whatever of authen 
ation, that may serve to inform the Church of the actual position 
the native population. The Africans are a travelling peopingne. . 
without trusting to a single source, you may gather from those 
among whom you will mingle much valuable information. = 

‘‘In making personal excursions into the country, while you 
‘aim not at becoming a mere traveller, you may still, to some extent, < 

ecome an exploring Missionary. 

“ The Committee wish you to inquire as to the propriety of here- 

after establishing Missions on the leeward coasts, those marts for 
inland trade; and also of penetrating to the nation of the Ashantees, 
of Dahomey, and others, in that region of Western Africa. 
_ “ You are to go to a reasonable extent in gradually providing for 
a strong Mission station at Cape Palmas, though by degrees, only, it 
attain its full growth. Having satisfied yourself that nothing has 
recently transpired to diminish the confidence already entertained 
in the favorable location of the Mission lot, you are to see that the 
residence already preparing, and that which you may be able to 
erect this season, are of a permanent and comfortable character, 
and ready for your associates to join you in the spring. 

“You are expected gradually to enlarge the school for native 
children, as you find it desirable and consistent with the health of 
the Missionaries. In this work you will find Mr. and Mrs. Thomson, 
now superintending the schools which they have established, inva- 
luable aids, '['heir experience, also, will be of great service to you 
in the Mission generally. 

“You will pay attention to the language of the native nations, 
and their dialects, with a view to their gradual reduction to a writ- 
ten tongue.

your discretion in relinquishing your cares, and returning to your 

ative land; and should it be advisable to recruit an exhausted 
e, or to benefit the Mission by a visit to the United States,the 
Cor am ittee would say, that from no land, would such a step be 
nore readily justified, or more consistent with a reasonable desire to 
be ‘steadfast, unmoveable, always abounding in the work ofthe Lord.’ 

“You will readily admit the propriety of caution, lest you enter- 
tain extravagant expectations as to the result of your Mission. An 
object which strongly engrosses the affections may too aptly be 
viewed in part, only, and anticipations kindled, which a sounder 
judgment wouldcondemn. Such would only lead to irregular and 
wasting effort, to disappointed hopes, and to disease and disquiet 
of body and mind. But in seeking to be steadily faithful, accord- 
ing to the opportunity and ability which God shall give, you will 
find unfailing support, even though you should not be permitted, 
for years, to do more than clear away a place, and open the ground 
for a single foundation-stone in that edifice, which you go forth 
to rear, as a Christian temple in a land of idol worship and gross 
superstition. In this, God is not unfaithful to forget your labor 
of love. You may, indeed, reasonably hope for higher evidence 
of success; but in leaving that wholly to God, you may lean upon 
an arm, which will sustain you, and trust in that spirit which 
must give the power. You aspire to be a faithful follower of Him 
who was content to lay in Zion (though elect and precious) yet a 
corner-stone, who could labor that others might enter into his labor, 
and who sought not to gather in, the fruits of his toil, so that he did the 
will of Him that sent him. It is a consolation to know, on the un- 
failing promises of God, that in the great chain of events, this Mis- 
sion shall ‘have its due bearing on the redemption of Africa. 

“ You will, beloved Brother, enjoy the benefit of many faithful 
prayers. ‘There is, we believe, something of awakened supplica- 
tion through our Church in favor of suffering Africa, and her de- 
graded children. The spirit of such supplication will embrace you 
and your expected associates. Let it stimulate you to keep near to 
that throne of grace, which you will find as accessible on the 
mighty deep, and on Africa's shores, as in the closet where you 
sought guidance in this important step of your life. That Saviour, 
whose presence has, we trust, hitherto attended you, will not 
Jeave you where he has peculiarly promised to be as ‘a rock in 
a weary land.’ Go, then, Christian Brother, trusting that his ~

I hear to-night, that it has been 
severely felt at Broussa, where the schools of Mr. Schneider have 
been closed ; books and Scriptures torn to pieces, others collected 
and sent to Constantinople, and Mr. S. counselled to leave 
Broussa to avoid worse consequences. Here, however, its violence 
has blown over, though its effects, in some degree, still remain. Mr.

I think 
it does him credit. - It has been extremely well received at Athens. 
Our nomarch is embarked, and has no other situation given him, 
to mark the disapprobation of the government at his late conduct. 
Scarlatos Byzantios is also removed from his office of ecclesiasti- 
cal counsellor. Our present governor, Chrestides, is a liberal, 
energetic man, and will not, it is believed, be led by the nose by 
the party. The school of Theophilus, at Andros, makes 
admirable progress, and is the wonder and pride of Greece. There 
are about 390 students, besides from 60 to 70 orphans and board- 
ers; and healone conducts the whole. I tremble for the health 
of the good man, whose Jabors are abundant beyond measure. If 
God spare his life a few years, great good may be expected from 
his labors.

FROM MR, J. WENGER. 


Syra, July 5, 1836. 

Since I wrote you last, we have had rather more quiet times, 
as to the behavior of the common people.

He refused to 
comply with their demand, and explained his reasons for so doing, 
in a letter, which was directly published by the Committee, prey 
ceded by their letter, and accompanied with many malicious and 
calumniating notes. This paper occasioned a second reply, writ- 
ten by Mr. T., which has, however, not yet appeared. The

AGENTS. 
Another fact to be borne in mind is, that the clergy are all sprc1aL 
‘AGENTS for the Society. Each minister of a parish is to do all in 
his power to induce his congregation to contribute according to 
‘their ability to the Missionary cause. Has every clergyman done 
this? When each member of our communion shall contribute 
his portion systematically, our treasuries will be overflowing. One 
cent a week from each of the members of our Church in the United 
States would probably produce the enormous sum of $800,000 per 
year! How much greater the amount, if each one would obey 
the precept of St. Paul, Upon the first day of the week let every one 
of you lay by him in store as God hath prospered him! 


OUR PAPER. 

We regret to say that the circulation of the Spirit of Missions 
has not been so extensive as it ought to have been, nor as the 
Committees had reason to believe it would have been, With 
whom does the fault lie? Is there so much apathy among Epis- 
copalians on this subject, that they are willing to see the official 
organ of Missionary intelligence languish for want of support? 
We trust not. Will not, then, some one in each parish, on the 
receipt of this number, do what he can to increase the number of 
our subscribers? Will not the clergy bear in mind that they are all 
agents for this, and for every other object connected with the Mis- 
sionary enterprise ; and will they not use their best endeavors to 
promote the circulation of this valuable and cheap periodical as 
extensively as possible among their own people? The price is 
only one dollar a year. Is there a parish in our country tha 
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cannot furnish us with at least five subscribers? If every Church- 
man will do his duty in this matter, the paper, instead of bemg a

Mr. Southgate had spent several days at that island, the vessel in 
which he had sailed from Marseilles having put in there from 
stress of weather. He was well, and his visit had much cheered 
the Mission family. 

SYRA. 

By the last accounts from this station, the press and school were 
both at a stand, waiting the return of Dr. Robertson, and the arri- 
val of a printer. Rev. Mr. Leeves and Professor Bambas were 
removing to Athens, where it was their intention to complete the 
Greco-Turkish Bible, hitherto printing at the Mission press. 

The Rev. Dr. Robertson, accompanied by Mr. Lincoln, printer, 
and Mrs. Lincoln, are to embark at Boston in the Brig Metamora, 
direct for Syra, about the 10th instant. 

ATHENS. 


Letters received by the friends of the Missionaries, dated in 
August, state, that at that period, every thing was going on as usual. 
The health of Miss E. Mulligan, which had been long and seriously 
affected, had much improved. Mrs. Hill, who sailed from this 
port for Liverpool on the 24th of August, had arrived at the latter 
place, after a passage of twenty-four days, and was to embark at 
Falmouth on October 3, in the steamboat forthe Mediterranean. 


WESTERN AFRICA, 


A public meeting, in favor of the Mission to Cape Palmas, was 
held at the Church of the Ascension, in this city, on the 23d of 
October. Afier divine service, addresses were made on the subject 
of the meeting, by the Rev. Drs. Milnor, Eastburn, Cutler, and 
Hawks, and by the Rey. Mr. Dorr, Secretary and General Agent 
of the Domestic Committee. A very crowded audience listened 
with fixed attention to the very interesting and animated statements 
of these gentlemen untila late hour. The meeting was then closed 
by singing the Missionary hymn, and by prayer and the benedic- 

‘tion, after a collection, which, with some donations since added, 
amounted to $684. 
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The Rev. Dr. Savage, who had been expected to be present, was 
detained by pressing business in Connecticut. His ordination to 
Priests’ Orders was unexpectedly delayed until the same day, 
when he met the Right Rev. Bishop Brownell, at Waterbury, 
Connecticut, then on a visitation to the church at that place. On 
this occasion, we are informed, Bishop B., who has long been 
deeply interested in behalf of African Missions, addressed the 
large congregation, after the ordination service, in an appropriate 
discourse. Such were the emotions of the Right Rev. Bishop, and 
of the audience, while a Christian minister was thus set apart for 
degraded Africa, that they were with difficulty restrained. Dr. 
Savage goes from the Diocese of Connecticut. 

In passing through this city, Dr. 8. met the members of the 
Foreign Committee, at a special and informal meeting, on Tuesday 
evening, (the 25th ult.,) when he received from them his instructions, 
and departed next morning for Baltimore. From thence he sailed 
in the Brig Niobe, on Tuesday, the ist. for Cape Palmas. At 
the hour of departure, we learn, that the emigrants, (32 in number,) 
together with the Rev. Dr. S., Rev. Mr. White and lady, Dr. Hall, 
and a son of the Rey. Dr. Henshaw, passengers, united with a nu- 
merous company, upon the wharf, in religious services. A strong 
impression was made, says one who was present, upon the minds 
of all who were there. 


SPECIAL DONATIONS TO THE MISSION AT ATHENS. 


There are many friends of the Greek Mission, who have been 
accustomed to contribute to the support of particular pupils. The 
expense of each pupil in the teachers’ department, having been, 
some time since, estimated at $50 per annum, benevolent individuals 
and societies have severally paid that amount, wishing to have in 
view their respective beneficiaries. This, however, has much in- 
creased the labor of the Missionaries, by leading to complicated 
accounts and multiplied correspondence. In some cases, from the 
increased expense for board, and from irregular payments, it has 
been impracticable thus to designate the pupils. While, then, 
such donations will be faithfully applied towards the department, 
the Missionaries are desirous that it should be understood by the 
donors that the multiplied cares of the school will prevent a special 
correspondence. A slight consideration of the extent of the Mission 
schools will make the reasonableness of this request apparent and _ 
satisfactory to the friends of the Mission.
